That I am working in the Division of Research and Development Of Antimalarial Agents 
at the Institute of Microbiology and Epidemiology at the Academy of Military Medical 
Science, Beijing, China; 

That I am a coin ven tor of this application; 

2. That in 1989 Prof. Jiaxiang Shen organized a meeting of the Scientific Working Group 
on the Chemotherapy of Malaria of the UNDPAVorld BankAVHO Special Programm for 
Research and Training in Tropical Diseases and convocated this meeting to be held in 
Beijing, China on AprU 24 -25 1989;
